Something's up with the Hidden Wiki. 
I don ' t know what it is . But there 
was something I read on the deep web 
about the Hidden Wiki's digital keys 
being stolen, and none of the new 
crop of Hidden Wikis from 2013 are 
the real one . 

Popular Hidden Wikis are located at 
these locations. This is nowhere a 
complete list.

People differentiate between Hidden 
Wikis by referring to the first four 
letters of the URL. For instance, 

"I found the link on The Hidden Wiki 
kpvz . " 

None of these are the original Hid- 
den Wiki. All of these Hidden Wiki 
sites are clones of the original, 
unrelated to it. Since these are 
just mirrors of the original text, 
the user-editible portions of these 
sites tend to do nothing; if a user 
clicks the "discussion" link, for 
instance, it redirects back to the 
main page . 

The Hidden Wiki clone at the end of 
the list I provided. The Hidden Wiki 
hwik, has an editible "Discussion" 
section that allows new links to be 
added. This is nice, since about 
half the links at Hidden Wiki are 
down or defunct, and that number 
will only grow, considering it's a 
static site in a fluid portion of 
the web. There are seven "new" 
links on Hidden Wiki hwik. Inci- 
dentally, LiberTORian is link number 
six. The seventh link is a message 
from whoever is behind the site. It 



provides the link to Hidden Answers . 
A message follows it saying that it 
is the new home for discussion. So 
I think it is the last link to be 
added, since it refers everyone to 
this site . 

Okay, I've been through over half of 
this page without explaining to you, 
dear reader, WHAT it is. That's ok, 
because the answer is simple: Hidden 
Answers is a forum that allows any- 
one to ask anything, and receive 
answers from the deep web community. 

Questions are categorized and tagged 
to make it easy to find an answer 
you're looking for. This makes it 
easy to search for the answer to a 
question you may have without even 
the need to ask it. 

Or you can browse all questions (and 
answers) , and enlighten yourself or 
assist people with your knowledge on 
topics people are asking on. There 
is a point system based on your soc- 
ial input. It is simply a great 
site . 

Now what am I going to talk about? 

See, it was so simple. I could talk 
about having the second- to-the-last 
spot on "hwik" is pretty sweet at 
drawing traffic. The lolz Pastebin 
seems to have stopped working about 
three months ago, with the first 3 
issues of LiberTORian near the end. 

I think there are a few chans and 
other sites around that lost their 
functionality at times strategically 
beneficial to LiberTORian . I have 
nothing to do with these, as it's 
all serendipity. Okay, that filled 
the space . 

So when you have a question, visit 
http : //answerstedhctbek . onion ( (L) ) 
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PRIVACY PROTECTION: REFERRAL LINKS

This tip is quick but makes a big 
difference. It keeps web sites from 
knowing where you ' ve been by block- 
ing *referral links*. My exaplan- 
ation may sound like kindergarten to 
experienced people , but remember : I 
am new to so much of this so when 
we write for LiberTORian, we try to 
explain such that the information is 
accessible to people at all levels . 

When you click a link, the web site 
that provided the link is the *re- 
ferrer* , and the location of the web 
site you were viewing when you click 
the link can be seen by others . The 
location is the *referral link* . 

The referral link has the potential 
to reveal a user's IP address, too. 

TOR runs on a Mozilla Forefox engine 
so you can disable your TOR browser 
just as you would on Mozilla. This 
can be done in 3 easy steps : 

1) In the browser's URL bar, type: 
about :config (ignore the warning) 

2) Double-click the text: 

Network . http . sendRef ererHeader 

3) Set the option for this to: 

0- Disable Referrer 

Now your browser will protect your 
referral information from being re- 
vealed when you click links . 

Now, let's say that you're on a sys- 
tem that you ' re unable to change the 
settings on, or are stuck using a 
browser that forbids blocking of the 
referral links: Internet Explorer, 
for instance . Or even worse : Google 
Chrome! You can bypass the referral 
link by highlighting and copying the 
URL (or right-clicking the link to 
copy it from the right-click menu) . 
Then paste the URL right into the 
browser URL window and. . . Voila!

History of Signs, Mechanik Kommando, 
Los Microwaves, Xex, and other novel 
bands few people have heard of . In 
that category is a musical quintet

Think of 
Michael Moore, but instead of decep- 
tively editing everything he does to 
turn what you are watching into a 
lie, Negativland often makes irony 
out of the dialogue after it's given 
their treatment. They consider the 
work they do thought-provoking, even 
humorous . 

If you don't know who Negativland is 



or are , and you are curious , why not 
put LiberTORian aside for a moment, 
find some mp3s or videos on your 
favorite media sites- I don't care 
which one since I'm a libertarian- 
and check out their material .

(TV series) samples. 

FREEDOM'S WAITING. First track from 
their FREE album, back on their See- 
land label (the SST story is coming 
up.) Dissertation on freedom using 
recordings that come from adverti- 
zers advising on words that attract 
customers, and pieces of a 7-11 com- 
mercial . 

DISPEPSI. Just pick a track from 
this album and enjoy. 

WE ARE DRIVEN. Musical anarchy at 
its best. Some Negativland songs 
are songs, often lo-fi. Some are 
sonic collectins. This does both, 
and does them well. 




Well , that should give you adequate 
matarial to become familiar with the 
band, and to know they're in no way 
your average band . They ' ve got such 
a history, too, that I don't know 
where to begin. So I'll just start. 

A Negativland' s original 

R members , Richard Lyons 

T and Mark Hosier, began 

NEGATIVLAND working together, ex- 
S S perimenting with tape 

T compositions as far 

S back as the late '70s. 

Soon David Wills, who 
also liked to experiment with sound, 
and was a TV repairman, joined the 
band. I love this guy's voice. He 
has a slow-talking nasal drawl that 
brings an endearing smile to whoever 
hears him speak. David Wills is al- 
so the persona of "The Weatherman" 
(and the Clorox Cowboy) on *Over The 
Edge* , a KPFA radio program where 
the band members had an opportunity 
to subject listeners to their ad- 
ventures in sonic anarchy . 

*Over The Edge* came to the band 
through Don Joyce , the man who later 
became the band ' s fourth member . By 
1983, the quintet was complete with 
Chris Grigg. 

The band's first three albums were 
released on the band's *Seeland* 
record label : 

- Negativland 

- Points 

- A Big 10-8 Place 

Their first album, _Negativland_, is 
notable in record history, as each 
album/cassette/cd cover is unique; 
the cover artwork is a personally 
pieced- together collage of magazine 
images . Their approach to cover art 
is in line with the content within: 
disassembling and reassembling pop 
culture while also dissecting that 
culture with equally cutting satire . 

Negativland and its members were 
truly unique and defiantly did their 
own thing: the essence of libertar- 
ianism distilled in music. But the 



story of Negativland is only be- 
ginning . 

C Negativland, more than 

U anyone, is responsible 

NEGATIVLAND for creating the art 

T of *culture jamming*. 

U This is the idea of 

JAMMERS reappropriating sound 

S E for use in a derivi- 

tive work. Negativ- 
land' s works make extensive use of 
culture jamming, which nowadays is 
taken for granted! In this world 
saturated with samples and sound 
bites lifted and re-used in ironic 
overtones in new works of art, none 
ever stop to thank Negativland for 
thinking of it first. 

Negativland often uses culture jamm- 
ing as a means to express their 
criticisms . Among other things , the 
band is critical of organized re- 
ligion, nuclear power, and handguns. 
Politically, they would appear a bit 
southwest of Penn & Teller in the 
Constitutional Liberal area of the 
Nolan Chart (See LiberTORian issues 
1 and 8). As libertarians, they 
feel they ' re not hurting anyone by 
using casting their net and fishing 
through all the recorded sound in 
pop culture for material that they 
can use as content in their compo- 
sitions. This led them to trouble, 
but that's later in their story.

Those albums , *Escape From Noise* 
and their follow-up, *Helter Stupid* 
were concept albums that poked the 
satirical umbrella of its subjects. 
*Helter Stupid* generated contro- 
versy, as the band planted a rumor 
seed that a real teen involved in a 
murder case in Minnesota had been 
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listening to *Escape From Noise*, 
and inspired to murder after listen- 
ing to the track *Christianity Is 
Stupid* . (The track is actually a 
brilliant send up on communist sub- 
version.) It was actually media 
bait which developed into an entire 
side of their record *Helter Stupid* 
where they exposed in their song the 
slanted nature of the news media as 
they took the bait and misrepre- 
sented the story at every turn. 

This counter-authoritarian contro- 
versy drew much attention to Nega- 
ti viand, and SST records loved the 
publicity. Of course, that all was 
about to change, and SST records' 
Greg Ginn was going to make a sudden 
about face on generating contro- 
versial publicity. 

N I believe I first learned of 

E it in *New Route* magazine, 

G a music magqazine sent to the 

AS college radio stations . In a 
T Negati viand review, it was 

I U revealed that they were work- 
V S ing on a cover of U2 ' s class- 

L E ic song, "I Still Haven't 

FAIR Found What I'm Looking For". 
NS "I can't wait", said the au- 
D thor of the column . Neither 

could I . I pre-ordered my 
own copy on CD and vinyl the day it 
was released. It never got to me. 

The album was recalled. I call it 
"The U2 Affair." You see, they were 
sued for copyright infringement for 
using their lyrics, and for titling 
the album U@ with a giant "U2" on 
the cover and the famous plane . The 
band ' s name was very tiny and in 
(parentheses) . Non-observant record 
store visitors mistook it for a U2 
album. I'm surprised they found it 
on the shelves at all ! I never got 
mine and I tried. Anyway, SST drop- 
ped Negati viand like a hot potato, 
but not without releasing their 
*Guns* EP to try to recoup their 
losses from the U2 Affair. 

Negati vand referenced U2 ' s current 
*Zoo TV* tour in their legal defense 
during the lawsuit. It turns out 



that although U2 sued the band be- 
cause they had a problem with the 
re-appropriation of some of U2 ' s re- 
cordings, during the Zoo TV tour, U2 
would, during their live concerts, 
broadcast live clips of television. 
These clips were mixed and re-fash- 
ioned into new compositions- Exactly 
the same thing that Negativland did 
with audio! Everything is chroni- 
cled in their CDE and magazine-sized 
book that accompanies it, *The Fair 
Use of the Letter U and the Number 
2 *. 

The band changed direction after the 
U2 affair. Returning to their own 
label, Seeland, the sonic experi- 
menters freed all of their music. 

All of their future releases, in- 
cluding *Free* , *Dispepsi* , and 
*Death Sentences For the Polished 
and Structurally Weak*, are all 100% 
copyright free . Now they were free 
to do anything with sound that they 
wished.

2015 is a historic year for Negativ- 
land, in a bad way, as two members 
died this year. Ian Allen died at 
a young 56 in January, and in July, 
Don Joyce's heart gave out at 71. 

The band will go on, but they ought 
to be remembered as pioneers and 
their boundless idea as to the na- 
ture of sound, and what music can 
be . They are true libertarians in 
their craft, and masters of it. ( (L) )

The Great "Disk Fee" Fallacy 

This time we travel back to the mid 
1980s, where floppy disks were the 
storage medium of the day. Liber- 
TORian rewinds to a time where every 
byte mattered when it comes to the 
economy of data.

Public (Software) Library 



The Great "Disk Fee" Fallacy 



A lot of people, including users and programmers, have no idea what 
costs and work are involved in providing a software library service . 
As a result, some programmers specify that no group can distribute 
their program for a disk fee or they may set a limit of anywhere from 
$3 to $10. So what does shareware distribution cost? 



In 1983, a blank formatted disk cost a minimum of $3. The equipment 
for copying the disks cost many times more than it now does too. So 
the actual cost of making a disk copy, including time and depreciation 
of equipment, was probably about $4. On a disk fee of $5, that left $1 
to invest in getting more software and keeping the library organized. 

Of course, in 1982 through most of 1984, the quantity of good 
PD/shareware programs was very small and the programs were simple, so 
the acquisition and maintenance costs of the library were pretty low. 

Today, a disk with tyvek sleeve and label costs as little as $.25 and 
equipment is also a lot cheaper. The current total cost of making a 
disk copy is only about $.75 to $1.00, leaving $4 out of a $5 disk fee 
for other costs: 



The Costs 





Order Processing: 



As the number of orders increases, the economics of providing disk 
copies changes . We used to be able buy disks for $3 and sell them to 
local members for $3.50 because we were making the relatively few copies 
on equipment we had purchased for other purposes and doing the copying 
while watching TV or reading, so time and depreciation was "free". 

As volume increased, we had to hire people to answer the phone and take 
orders, to pick up the mail and process the orders, to make the copies, 
to verify the copies and compare them against the orders, package the 
orders, weigh and stamp them and take them to the post office, often to 
wait in line a long time. 

All these staff people had to have equipment purchased for them: 
computers, desks, chairs, office supplies, folding machines, postage 
meters, scales, and on and on. In addition, you have to have space for 
these people to work in. 

While the cost of disks have dropped, they must be ordered in large 
numbers and stored. Ordering disks, mailers and other supplies, 
checking shipments, storing, dealing with bad inventory (on nearly 
every order) , etc . , takes a lot of time . 

People want to order by phone and that means taking credit cards and 
paying a percentage of revenues to the card companies . Bad checks , 
refused COD orders, "lost" or damaged orders, bad disks, and staff 
errors also contribute to high overhead. Where we used to be able to 
take orders on our relatively inexpensive "personal" phone line, now we 
must pay for multiple "business" lines and 800 numbers, as well as an 
expensive telephone system. 

Printing costs for free newsletters, flyers, and catalogs are another 
big expense . 



User Support: 

Users don't like to read. All the information we can give a user is 
already committed to writing somewhere, yet we get calls all day, every 
day from people who want us to listen to a recital of their personal 
wants and needs and recommend the perfect program for them. 

Or they call to tell us that they have tried typing READ. ME and "it 
won't come up - what should I do?" Or they have never heard of the DIR 
command. If you are a shareware author and don't get a lot of these 
calls, it's because we are fielding them for you. 



Advertising : 

A lot of shareware authors seem to have recently discovered that the 
libraries that advertise have the greatest distribution, and the 
greater the distribution, the greater the number of shareware payments 
(Hey, Fluegelman was right!) So authors who a year or two ago didn't 
like the idea of distributors advertising now are encouraging them to 




do so . 



Advertising is extremely expensive. As of 1/89, a one-third page, 
black and white ad in PC magazine on a 12/year frequency rate is over 
$7,000. That is over $84, 000/year for one ad in one magazine. If the 
authors whose programs are listed in these ads tried to buy that same 
space themselves, most of them would probably be bankrupt in a year. 



Library Maintenance : 

This includes (1) acquiring new programs and the latest versions of old 
programs as soon as they become available, (2) testing the programs for 
quality and to see if they run or if they have hidden bombs or are 
really crippled demos, (3) reviewing the documentation for copyright 
restrictions and writing the authors, (4) comparing the programs to 
others, (5) writing reviews to inform users about the new programs and 
updates, (6) organizing the software in the library by subject matter, 

(7) updating catalogs, (8) going back over old programs from 
time-to-time to make sure they are still of value, (9) investigating 
users ' bug reports . 

In my opinion, for all of this to be done well, there should be one 
experienced, knowledgable librarian for every 200 disks. Unfortunately, 
I don ' t know of a single library with the funds available to pay enough 
to attract the qualified people to work for them. PSL tries to solve 
this problem by having librarians who do the work in their specific 
area of expertise at their homes in their spare time . We pay them a 
very large percent of the revenues for each disk sold from their area . 

Even with this financial incentive, it is extremely difficult to find 
someone who both wants to be a librarian and has the time and determi- 
nation to follow through. (If you are interested, call me.) We have 
had countless individuals apply, get the disks from us to work on, and 
we never hear from them again . Our most recent attempt was with a 
gentleman who agreed to work on the programming disks . He has had them 
since October 1988 and when we later contacted him for a progress 
report, he said he hoped to be done by March 1989. Of course, during 
the time from October to March, we have added dozens of new programming 
files, so he is way behind even before he finishes. He admitted that 
when he agreed to take on the job, he had no concept of how much work 
was involved. (March has now passed and we haven't heard from him.) 

Anyone who thinks that being a shareware distributor is just "easy money 
made off the sweat of others," as one programmer put it, is welcome to 
join us and rake in some of that "easy money" . 



The $3 Disk Guys 

In the April 1989 issue of PC Computing, we counted seven full-page ads 
for shareware distributors, all within about a dozen pages of each 
other. Most of these are selling the disks in the range of $2-$3.50. 

Most of these will probably disappear in a year or two, unless they 
have someone with deep pockets backing them up. It seems highly 
unlikely that all of these companies , whose ads and shareware 




collections seem to be clones of each other, can each get enough 
business to survive. (We have a file drawer full of materials from 
distributors who have come and gone over the years . ) 

To anyone with the money to spend on advertising, shareware distribu- 
tion must look like easy pickings . All they have to do is buy the 
disks from another cut-rate distributor for $2 a disk, copy the other 
company's ad, and they're in business. Most of them don't know what 
they are selling and don ' t care . 

The $3-guys have only a fraction of the number of programs PSL has . 

Most do not bother with programs that are too small to be on a disk by 
themselves. Or at best, they may have a few utility or games collec- 
tions that never get updated. Most do not test the programs or write 
to the authors, violating many copyrights. (Some even show pictures of 
pirated programs in their ads . ) 

A few programmers, no doubt influenced by this influx of quick-buck, 
cut-rate distributors, say that distributors who charge more than $3 a 
disk cannot distribute their programs. Ironically, the programmers who 
track where shareware registrations come from always find that they do 
not come from these cut-rate guys, but from groups like PSL, PC-SIG and 
Public Brand who charge $5 or more per disk. 

People who are too cheap to pay for value received from a shareware 
distributor are not likely to pay for value received from a programmer. 



We hope that we have not offended anyone by our straightforward talk.

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THE PROPHESY OF HOWARD THOMPSON

So who is Howard Thompson, anyway? 

He's a man who, in the 1970s and 
part of the 1980s, changed the face 
of board gaming in favor of geeks 
everywhere . He founded the game 
company _Metagaming Concepts_ some- 
where around 1975, taking the games 
industry by storm with what he 
termed _MicroGames_. MicroGames 
were small war games, packaged in 
either 5x7 plastic bags or small 
cardboard bozes . They were science 
fiction or fantasy themed and cost 
only $2.95 to $3.95, but despite 
their small package, MicroGames had 
plenty of strategy and playability 
packaged inside . The production 
values were on par with the D.I.Y. 
nature of Metagaming Concepts : all 
the games ' components were paper or 
cardboard. The rule books were 
carefully typed on an IBM Selectric 
typewriter . 

Thompson also wrote a magazine that 
promoted the company, a house organ 
titled _Space Gamer_. It also dis- 
cussed othere company's games. The 
early issues of Cpace Gamer had the 
same D.I.Y. look, and early issues 
looked a lot like a typical issue 
of LiberTORian. Eventually, Space 
Gamer grew into a full-fledged 
glossy magazine, before Howard 
Thompson lost a lawsuit against 
Steve Jackson, who designed Meta- 
Gaming Concepts' first game, OGRE. 
Jackson assumed the editor's po- 
sition at _Space Gamer_ beginning 
with issue 27. After some time, 
about 1983, Thompson withdrew 
from the gaming industry entirely, 
and became a very private person 
himself, almost never appearing in 
public or on the internet. 

Howard Thompson is a Texas Liber- 
tarian and an unconfirmed atheist. 
His understanding of social evolu- 
tion contributed the the vivid 
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worlds that came to life in his comp- 
any's games. Many of them had richly 
designed worlds with a socioeconomic, 
geopolitical, and/or socio-political 
baqckground that shaped the game play 
and design. He sheds some insight 
into his thinking in _Space Gamer_ 
#24, one fo the last issues he was 
involved in editing. He explains the 
difference between prophecy and 
speculation: a prophet tries to pre- 
dict the future . A speculator takes 
what is known, and tries to project 
trends to create a realistic possible 
future based on an understanding of 
history and sociology. 

Below is a reprint of Thompson ' s 
entire editorial from his running 
column, "Where We're Going". It's an 
appropriate title, reflecting back 
now, but at the time, the title was 
meant to discuss the direction of the 
company Metagaming Concepts itself. 

As you read, you may think that he is 
a pessimist. He was a realist. No 
commentary will follow. I know, dear 
readers , you are smart enough your- 
selves to perceive where Thompson 
was correct, and where he missed and 
why (for instance, he has no idea in 
1979, when this was written, that 
there were vast oil reserves under 
America that dwarf Saudi Arabia ' s 
supply, nor could he predict the 
production war between the Saudis and 
Russia.) For a guy in the Carter era 
making and distributing games, he was 
uncannily "prophetic" . ( (L) )

Where We ' re Going 

An old saw has it that science fic- 
tion fans can predict and be ready to 
live int he future better than aver- 
age folk. Like most old saws, this 




one is probably shakey. [sic] But, 
thinking about living in a future 
ten, twenty or fifty years away can 
lead to some interesting results. 

I wish I had the time to design a 
game that reflects trends several 
decades ahead. As a business, 
Metagaming will have to survive in 
a rapidly changing environment. A 
gaming simulation of the near fu- 
ture can be an invaluable aid. 

The factors which should be inclu- 
ded are many. The design con- 
straints of the "Future" game 
should reasonably be limited to 
what an individual business in the 
U . S . A . can expect . 

1 . The individual can ' t affect lar- 
ger events. Major economic, 
cultural and social trends are 
beyond our control . 

2 . All energy and raw material re- 
sources will be progressively 
more expensive and scarce. 

3. Governmental size, expense and 
activity will continue to expand 
in all economic and social 
areas. The future will be more 
restrictive and controlled. 

4 . Social unrest from poverty and 
other causes will increase at 
least on the individual level . 
Organized social unrest will 
probably not increase . 

5. Internationally, Russia will be- 
come the global "policeman" . 

The U.S. will accept a gradual 
restriction of influence. Fu- 
ture tension will be between 
competing communist governments . 

6. The flood of illegal aliens and 
international refugees to the 
U.S. will increase sufficiently 
to swamp our social programs and 
"western" civilization. 

The list could easily go on, but 
this is representative of major 
factors of a "future" game should 
include. Some, or most, of you 
will disagree with these projec- 
tions. You may be right. But, I 
expect to live in such a future . 

On average , we are going to be a 
poorer, more crowded, meaner, more 



controlled and unhappy populace as 
the years go by. 

The point of the game would be for a 
business to survive and grow in such 
an environment. If we don't nation- 
alize free enterprise out of exist- 
ence there will still be, or at least 
can be , healthy growing firms in much 
worse environments than will come to 
pass. What will a business have to 
do to be a winner in tomorrow ' s drab 
future? 

Starting with item number one, it's 
given that trends are beyond the 
individual . The strategy has to be 
avoiding the worst and looking for 
opportunity where others see dis- 
aster. The ideal business location 
will be near, but away from, major 
cities where the problems will be 
worst. You have to have large city 
services , but that doesn ' t mean liv- 
ing with their crowded problems . 
Leaving the city to it's [sic] prob- 
lems may seem, uh-- unpatriotic. The 
choice is to go down the tubes with 
the mob or survive. Remember, this 
is a game of prospering survival. 

As for resources and energy short- 
ages, they will progressively worsen, 
no ifs, ands, or buts . We will not 
develop a viable energy policy of 
self-sufficiency. Look for less of 
everything and look to pay more for 
ever shoddier work. The strategy 
here is to build for minimal energy 
usage . Buy and plan equipment for 
minimal electric requirements . Ex- 
pect to live with continual black- 
outs, shortages, and "temporary" re- 
ductions of service . Do build for 
solar space and water heating. Do 
plan for some solar power cells to 
maintain minimal functions . Thank 
your stars if you've got wind re- 
sources or a small undeveloped stream 
for some generating potential . Plan 
to build and buy locally. If you can 
grow it or dig it up yourself, your 
chances go up. 

Government? The age of bureaucracy 
and income "redistribution" is here 
to stay, and will get worse. Over 




10% of G.N.P. goes through H.E.W. 
now, and it will get worse. The 
privileged class will become those 
with government paychecks . Their 
power will be sustained by their 
defendants , who draw government 
benefit checks of one sort or an- 
other. Over 30% of the economy is 
now in the form of direct govern- 
ment dispersements . The proportion 
of the population getting some of 
the money or living with someone who 
does, is now a majority. It will 
never be voted out of existence. 

So, learn to live with government. 
The bigger the bureaucracy gets , the 
more loopholes there will be. Don't 
be adverse to seeking favors in the 
future. There is no right or wrong 
in a system that has so many laws 
and regulations that *all* the popu- 
lation conducts illegal activities 
unknowingly, or knowingly much of 
the time . There is getting caught 
and being stupid. You might be able 
to dodge a city government, but, the 
I.R.S. isn't to be fooled with; it's 
the closest thing we've got to be- 
lieveable religion . 

Social unrest will increase, mostly 
in the form of individual , criminal 
and disruptive activities . Organ- 
ized unrest probably won't increase. 
There will be a steady increase of 
aggression and violence between 
individuals. These will mostly be 
acts of frustration and helpless- 
ness . You can punch your neighbor 
or smash a bum on the freeway, but 
your mayor or senator is beyond you. 
The strategy here is again, avoid- 
ance. Unrest will be proportionally 
worse the higher the population den- 
sity. Fewer people means less 
agression. Selecting associates 
with care and looking harmless may 
help . 

Internationally, the U.S. is impo- 
tent and merely looking to save face 
as we back out. That means a busi- 
ness needs to be more international 
in outlook than ever before . Your 
parent company needn't be the bully 
to do good business. We're going 



to *need* every good trade relation 
we can get. 

If I were president, I'd be stroking 
Mexican ego and macho for all it's 
worth. we ain't gonna have no [sic] 
Middle East oil very soon now. Why 
be too proud to be super nice to a 
neighbor who's willing to sell, al- 
beit for a good price, who also 
wants recognition and a sincere 
thanks . If this means that we all 
learn Spanish and live to see a 
Latinization of our culture, so 
what. Or rather, so what can we do 
about it anyway. 

Which leads us to number six, the 
demise or evolution of western cul- 
ture in America. This will come for 
two reasons, the massive influx of 
illegal aliens , and our inability to 
sustain growth without cheap re- 
sources . A business can ' t fight the 
trend. The strategy is again to 
look for ways to survive . Learning 
Spanish as an employee policy and 
setting up production and marketing 
to the south couldn ' t hurt . 

Well, that's it for the "future" 
game. Unless someone designs it for 
us, it's hypothetical. Metagaming 
does expect to survive in the future 
portrayed. We will all live in a 
much different world fifty years 
from now. The century of U.S. domi- 
nance is ending; Rusia's is beginn- 
ing. We will now be like all the 
others; a bit bigger, a bit strong- 
er, but we'll still be an also ran. 
[sic] [no one at LiberTORian under- 
stands the meaning of the last 
clause.] The point is how to sur- 
vive, prosper and be happy in the 
future . Trying to change it is the 
way to frustration and misery. "If 
you can't lick 'em -- join 'em", may 
not go down easy, but it works.
